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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 8 and 9 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the 
reply filed on 25 October 2005. 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in the reply filed on 25 October 2005 
is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that both groups of claims are 
drawn to subject matter that is so related to each other that an undue burden would not 
be placed upon the examiner. This is not found persuasive because Group I and Group 
II are distinct as shown by their different classification. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. Claim 10 recites the limitation "electronic apparatus" in line 1. 

There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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2. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. This claim 
is an omnibus type claim. Claim 10 contains the phrase "an electronic apparatus, a part 
of which is formed by the method for ejecting the liquid member of claim 7". No 
patentable weight is given to method of making in claim drawn to structure. In light of 
this, there resides no structure in the claim that detemnines what is included and not 
included in the invention. Therefore, one of ordinary skill in the art would not be able to 
ascertain the metes and bounds of the term "an electronic apparatus, a part of which is 
formed by the method for ejecting the liquid member of claim 7". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1, 2, 6, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kobayashi et al (US 6,036.299). 

With respect to claim 1 , Kobayashi discloses a liquid member ejecting device 
(Fig. 1; Column 1, lines 4-10) comprising: 

• an ejecting head (Fig. 2, element 1) having a plurality of cavities for storing a 

liquid member and a plurality of nozzles communicating with the cavities (Column 

3, lines 24-35; Fig. 14); 
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• a plurality of ejecting sections (Fig. 2, elements 7 and 8) for ejecting the liquid 
member which is stored in the plurality of the cavities from the nozzles; 

• a liquid member tank (Fig. 2, element 9 or 10) for storing the liquid member so as 
to supply the liquid member to the ejecting head; 

• a first sucking member for covering the nozzles (Fig. 2, element 12); 

• a first depressurizing section (Fig. 2, element 14) which is connected to the first 
sucking member so as to depressurize an inside of the ejecting head with the 
first sucking member (Column 6, lines 63-67); 

• a second sucking member for covering the nozzles (Fig. 2, element 13); and 

• a second depressurizing section (Fig. 2, element 15) connected to the second 
sucking member and communicating with the liquid member tank so as to 
depressurize the inside of the ejecting head (Column 6, lines 63-67) with the 
second sucking member and depressurize an inside of the liquid member tank 
(Fig. 14; Column 7, lines 10-22). 

With respect to claim 2, Kobayashi discloses a liquid member sensor (Fig. 2, 
element 26). disposed opposite to the ejecting head in the first sucking member, for 
detecting flow of the liquid member from the nozzles (Column 4, lines 13-24). 

With respect to claim 6, Kobayashi discloses the first sucking member (Fig. 2, 
element 12) and the second sucking member (Fig. 2, element 13) are formed by a same 
sucking material (Column 10, lines 34-38, i.e. sponge), and the first depressurizing 
section and the second depressurizing section are the same (Claim 4, i.e. pump unit). 
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With respect to claim 7, Kobayashi discloses a method for ejecting a liquid 
member (Column 5, lines 1-40) by using a liquid member ejecting device (Fig. 1: 
Column 1, lines 4-10) comprising: 

• an ejecting head (Fig. 2. element 1) having a plurality of cavities for storing the 
liquid member and a plurality of nozzles communicating with the cavities (Column 
3. lines 24-35; Fig. 14); 

• a plurality of ejecting sections (Fig. 2, elements 7 and 8) for ejecting the liquid 
member stored in the cavities from the nozzles; 

• a liquid member tank (Fig. 2, element 9 or 10) for storing the liquid member so as 
to supply the liquid member to the ejecting head; 

• a first sucking member (Fig. 2, element 12) for covering at least the nozzles in an 
air-tight manner (Column 6, line 66, i.e. strong negative pressure) formed on a 
nozzle forming surface on the ejecting head; 

• a first depressurizing section (Fig. 2, element 14) connected to the first sucking 
member for depressurizing an inside of the ejecting head with the first sucking 
member; 

• a second sucking (Fig. 2, element 13) member for covering at least the nozzles 
in an air-tight manner (Column 6, line 66, i.e. strong negative pressure) formed 
on the nozzle forming surface of the ejecting head; and 

• a second depressurizing section (Fig. 2, element 15) connected to the second 
sucking member and communicating with the liquid member tank for 
depressurizing an inside of the ejecting head (Column 6, lines 63-67) with the 
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second sucking member and depressurizing an inside of the liquid member tank 
(Fig. 14; Column 7, lines 10-22), 
the method comprising (Column 5, Column 6, Column 7; i.e. Overall Operation, 
Flushing Processing Prior to Printing, and Cleaning Processing): 

• covering the nozzles, formed on the nozzle forming surface on the ejecting head, 
with the first sucking member; 

• depressurizing the inside of the ejecting head with the first decompressing 
section with the first sucking member so as to fill the liquid member in the 
ejecting head; 

• filling the liquid member in the ejecting head so as to cover the covered nozzles, 
formed on the nozzle forming surface of the ejecting head, with the second 
sucking member; 

• depressurizing the inside of the liquid member tank with the second 
depressurizing section so as to depressurize the inside of the ejecting head with 
the second sucking member; and 

• depressurizing the inside of the ejecting head so as to eject the liquid member 
from the ejecting head. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomis the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth In section 102 of this title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kobayashi et al. (US 6,036,299) in view of Ikezaki (US 5,920.330). 

With respect to claim 3, Kobayashi discloses the liquid member tank (Fig. 2, 
element 9 or 10). 

However, Kobayashi fails to disclose the liquid member tank has a heater for 
heating the liquid drop stored in the liquid member tank. 

Ikezaki discloses an ink jet printer (Column 1 , lines 50-65) where "a tank heater 
(ceramic heater) 13 for heating the ink stored in the ink tank 12 is fixed to the bottom 
portion of the tank body 12A on the side where the ribs 12D, 12D are formed" (Column 
4. lines 19-23). 

At the time of the invention, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to use the tank heater disclosed by Ikezaki in the Ink-jet recording apparatus of 
Kobayashi. The motivation for doing so would have been "for maintaining in a melted 
state the ink stored in said tank of said ink jet head" (claim 8). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4 and 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
